Hot Horse in Omaha 


Second-largest money-winning stable at 
the recent Ak-Sar-Ben meeting at Omaha 
was owned by J. K. Houssels. Las Vegas 
hotelman and ranch owner. who ran only 
a few horses at the meeting. One of these 
was Lefty James. a 5-vear-old gelding by 
Bull Reigh—Paula’s Lulu. by *Boswell. 
the best horse of the meeting. Lefty James 
won 3 stakes in succession before high 
weight and a lack of rest beat him in the 
$10.400-added Ak-Sar-Ben Handicap on 
closing day. July 5. 


We saw Lefty James run his best race 
in the $5.100-added George Brandeis Me- 
morial Handicap. It was the first start 
of the vear at 1,); miles for Lefty James. 
which admits to being a 6-furlong horse. 
and he was assigned 125 pounds. 4 more 
than Gunner Lad. champion of the 1953 
Ak-Sar-Ben meeting. After opening a 4- 
length lead on the backstretch. Lefty 
James seemed to pout a little the 
stretch turn. and Gunner Lad drew even, 
The 2 matched strides for 115 furlongs 
before Lefty James got his nose in front 
in the last 20 vards. He ran the distance 
in 1:42. cutting 185 seconds off the former 
track record. 


Houssels. a husky man working on his 
50's. has been racing horses for 20 years. 
and he rates Lefty James as one of his 
better ones. A stakes winner each of the 
last 3 Lefty James has earned 


$75.325. 


years. 


Best horse he ever had. Houssels told 
us. was Bymeabond. which he got from the 
late Col. E. R. Bradley. Bymeabond. foaled 
in 1942. is by Bimelech out of Blade of 
Time. one of Bradley's best mares. (She 
produced 3 other stakes winners. Blu: 
Border. Guillotine. and Ruddy.) Bymea- 
bond won the Santa Anita Derby. and the 
San Jose. Children’s Hospital. and Speed 
Handicaps. placed in 10 other stakes. and 
earned $170.514, He stands at Houssels’ 
400-acre Vegas Stock Farm. 7 miles from 
Las Vegas. 


Houssels also has Flash O’Night. a 10- 
year-old) horse by Bull Lea—Shine 
O'Night. by *Man O’Night. and about 30 
broodmares. Most of the mares are bred 
to the home. stallions. although he owns 
shares in Admiral Drake and Salmagundi. 
both of which stand in California, He races 
most of his production. but sells a few 
privately. 

This was Houssels’ first season at Ak- 
Sar-Ben. He once confined his activities 
to West Coast tracks. but last winter. 
when he vacation Hot 
Springs. Ark.. he shipped his horses there 
“because there isn’t anything to do except 


decided to 


take the baths and go to the races.” After 
the Oaklawn meeting. he raced at Keene- 
land and Churchill Downs: then. rather 
than move from Louisville to 
California. he and trainer George Adams 
decided to stop in Omaha for Ak-Sar-Ben’s 
meeting. 


non-stop 


Houssels was “very impressed” with 
Ak-Sar-Ben. but doubted if he would re- 
turn next year. “I don't think TH come 
East again.” he said. “because the ship- 
ping expenses eat up your profits, If I do. 
I will be back at Ak-Sar-Ben. They have 
a nice track here. and the mutuel handle 
is amazing. I wish we had had a few of 
these betters at Las Vegas last vear.” 

Houssels said the gambling business at 
Las Vegas “is fine in the casinos.” but 
he made no guess as to whether racing 
would return. “Afraid that it would have 
to be on a pretty small scale.” he added. 
. From Ak-Sar-Ben Houssels’ stable was 
going to California for the last of Holly- 
wood Park. then to Del Mar. He had gone 
to Omaha only because Lefty James was 
scheduled to run. “Too hot to stay here.” 
he said. “I have to get back to Las Vegas. 
where it’s cool. Gets hot there during ‘the 
day. but it’s real comfortable at night.” 


$1,010 for 1,000 Ranches 


About a month ago. we gave details of 
a Pikes Peak real estate boom manufac- 
tured by M, L. (Beans) Latimer (June 19.

Wobbler Winner 


In an address before the Thoroughbred 
Club of America earlier in the year (THE 
Bioop-Horsr, May 22. page 1083) Dr. 
Robert E. Bardwell made the first tenta- 
tive report en treatment of wobblers 
(horses affected with inco-ordination) with 
pregnenolone acetate and other drugs. 
evaluating the results with professional 
caution: 

“You will understand. I hope. that I do 
not propose this treatment as the cure for 
wobblers. Rather. I think. it simply demon- 
strates that the condition is not incurable. 
as the literature in the past has indicated. 
At least 50 per cent may be expected to 
recover.” 

Dr, Bardwell recently has added an im- 
portant new item to his data on the sub- 
ject. One of the wobblers he had treated 
won a 2-vear-cld race at Arlington Park.

Notes from Keeneland 


One of the mew buyers was Claude 
Hudspeth. of Prinesville. who en- 
tered the Thoroughbred business last year 
with 2 yearlings purchased privately from 
Clifford Mooers. Each of them won dur- 
ing the Hollywood Park meeting. so Hud- 
speth decided he would return to Lex- 
ington and try in the open market. 

Hudspeth spent 3 days looking at an 
estimated 150 yearlings: spent parts of 
the next 3 days bidding. He paid $72.500 
for 6 head. including a colt by *Nas- 
rullah—Smart Niece. consigned by Stoner 
Creek Stud. for which he paid $40,500, 
No one advised him on his purchases, 
Hudspeth said. “I’ve been in live- 
stock business most of my life. and nat- 
urally I go a Jot on appearance.” 

Hudspeth is “in the cow business.” He 
wasn't sure how many acres he had near 
Prinesville (about 135 miles southeast of 
Portland), “but it’s quite a few.” His 
Hereford herd numbers “about 5.000—at 
least. that’s fairly close.” There are 14 
broodmares and one stallion at his farm. 
“They're pretty cheap mares.” said, 
“but I didn’t want to spend any money 
until I decided whether I would stay in 
the business.” The mares and Diel. a 19- 
year-old stallion by Diavolo—Gallant 
Lady. by *Sir Gallahad III. were bought 
privately last fall in Maryland. 

“If I get any more horses. [ll probably 
buy a small farm in California. There 
aren't any stallions in Oregon to breed 
your mares to.” he said. 


John A, Morris. president of the Thor- 
oughbred Racing Associations. showed up 
for the dispersal of the Royce Martin 
estate. bought the first yearling in the 
ring at the Thursday morning session, 
and doubled the size of his broodmare 
band by making 2 purchases in the after- 
noon. The 2 mares he already owned have 
been kept at Woodvale Farm. Eugene 
Mori. head of Garden State Park. was a 
frequent bidder. and on several occasions 


failed with bids of $40.000 or more, 


Opening bid on the *Noor—Sequence 
colt in the consignment of Leslie Combs 
II was $21.000.

Imbros. badly beaten in the Equipoise 
Mile in his last start, was returned this 
week to California, where he will race “2 
or 3 more times.” He will be sent to 
Hurstland in December. 

By Polynesian—Fire Falls, by *Bull 
Dog, Imbros was bred by Woodvale Farm, 
which sold him to Crevolin for $15,100 in 
the 1951 Keeneland summer sales. Be- 
cause of injuries, Imbros did not race at 
2. Last year. he won 6 of 12 starts, in- 
cluding the Will Rogers and Debonair 
Stakes and the El Dorado and San Jose 
Handicaps. 

This has been Imbros’ best year. At 
Santa Anita Park he won the Lincoln’s 
Birthday Handicap and set a new world 
record for 7 furlongs (1:2035) in win- 
ning the Malibu Sequet Stakes.

Punkin Vine, conce:ved in New Jersey, foaled 
in Maryland, was bred by Mrs. W. E. Snell, of 
Vineland, N. J., and was sold last year to George 
S. Howell for $750. Howell started him for the 
first time on July 6. 1953, at Monmouth Park— 
unplaced in a field of maidens. The colt ran 10 
times, in maiden and claiming races, before win- 
ning a $5,000 claiming race on November 5 at 
Garden State Park. 

This year Howell had kept his colt mostly in 
allowance races. On July 10 he put him in the 
Lamplighter Handicap. saw him run eighth to 
Artisimo. 

There was little enthusiasm for Punkin Vine’s 
chances in the Choice Stakes, which had attracted 
such as Errard King, Full Flight, Black Metal, 
Chevation, and Artismo. On the eve of the race 


Howell was talking about declaring his colt, un- 
less the track was slow. Shortly before post time. 
Howell took another look at the fast track and 
decided to let Punkin Vine run it out.

Punkin Vine is the first stakes winner for his 
sire and dam. both moderate winners. Vineland. 
bred by David W. Collins. of Frankfort, Ky., raced 
principally with allowance horses for 6 years. His 
first owner was Mrs. Snell. breeder of Punkin 
Vine; his last was Howell. owner and trainer of 
Punkin Vine. Vineland started 42 times. won 4 
races and $12.565. 

Catalonia was cn extremely durable race mare 
bred by Mereworth Farm and raced by H. K. 
Moore, G. H. Stevens. and others. From 1938 
through 1944 she started in 168 races. frequently 
at claiming prices around $1,000 and $1.250.

John Marsch 


John Marsch, who died at his Chicago 
home July 30 at the age of 85, was a 
Luxembourg farm hand who immigrated 
to the U. S. in 1893, worked as a pick-and- 
shovel man on the Northwestern Railroad. 
and within a few years founded a con- 
tracting business which was to make him 
a millionaire. Among other large projects, 
his company built the Allegheny Moun- 
tain tunnel on the Pennsylvania Turn- 
pike and the Kanopolis dam at Salina, 
Kan. His first major contracts, early in 
the century, were for railroad building 
in Massachusetts. : 

In the late 1920’s Mr, Marsch became 
interested in racing and breeding. Among 
the first moderately good runners he 
owned were Prince Atheling and Princess 
Camelia, the latter purchased after she 
had won stakes for Joseph Leiter. In 1932 
he won 2 stakes with Miss Bunting, whose 
offspring, Occupation and Occupy. were 
later to be the leaders in his remarkable 
succession of Futurity victories. 

He owned the exceptionally fast stakes- 
winning Ruddy Light and her stakes- 
winning daughter Clicleight, from which 
he bred the big, high-class Blue Delight. 


an excellent stakes winner in the early 


JOHN MARSCH 


1940’s under the colors of Mrs. Marsch. 
Sold to Calumet Farm, Blue Delight be- 
came the dam of All Blue. Real Delight, 
and Bubbley. 

For 3. successive years, beginning 
with 1943, both the Arlington Futurity 
and the Washington Park Futurity were 
won by Marsch-owned horses. Occupa- 
tion, Jezrahel, and Free for All took the 
former, Occupation, Occupy, and Free For 
All the latter. In 1942 Occupation also 
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won the Futurity at Belmont Park and 
the Breeders’ Futurity at Keeneland and 
was second to Count Fleet in the Pimlico 
Futurity. In 1943 Occupation’s full broth- 
er Occupy. after finishing second to 
Jezrahel in the Arlington Futurity, won 
the Futurities at Washington Park and 
Belmont Park and was second to Durazna 
in the Breeders’ Futurity. 

Most of Mr, Marsch’s best runners were 
bred by him and raised at the late Thomas 
Carr Piatt’s Crestwood Farm at Lexing- 
ton. In 1938 he leased his mares to Mr. 
Piatt. Some of the stock bred under this 
arrangement was sold by auction and 
some repurchased by Marsch. 

Mr. Marsch, inactive in recent years, 
is survived by his widow and a daughter. 
Lenora. 


Miss Etta B. McAiee 


Miss Etta B. McAtee, owner of Sere- 
nata Farm, Lexington, died on August 1 
at her home in Louisville. Ky. Funeral 
services were held on August 3 at the 
Holy Cross Church in Louisville. 

Miss McAtee had been in the Thor- 
oughbred business on a small scale since 
1920. At the time of her death, she had 
a stable of horses, trained by her breth- 
er, John, at Hazel Park. When she op- 
erated Serenata Farm as a breeding farm, 
it was managed by another brother, Frank, 
who died last year,

Bwamazon Farm’s consignment, 7 head, 
brought the highest average, $16.086, with 
Yolo Farm next at $10,675 for 4 head. 

Largest consignment was that of Mere- 
worth Farm, returning to the auction mar- 
ket for the first time since 1951. The 32 
Mereworth yearlings brought $211,900, 
average $6,622, with a top price of $16,000 
for an Eight Thirty colt out of Aristocracy, 
dam of Hawley and W L Sickle.

Royce G. Martin Estate 


Two dispersals were held at Keeneland 
on Thursday, July 29, the day after the 
close of the regularly scheduled summer 
sales. Horses owned by the estate of Royce 
G. Martin, late owner of Woodvale Farm 
at Lexington, were liquidated at auction, 
and J. L. Cleveland, owner of Mintwood 
Farm, disposed of his Thoroughbred hold- 
ings except for a few which were with- 
drawn or failed to get a bid. 

Yearlings in both catalogues were sold 
in the morning, the other stock in the 
afternoon. In comparison with the high- 
rolling market of the previous 3 days, 
many of the prices in the Martin estate 
dispersal appeared low. Only 2 of the 22 
yearlings went above $10,000. and more 
than half sold for less than $5,000. Prices 
for the stallions and the best mares showed 
little reflection of the fact that Royce Mar- 
tin had been among the most successful 


market breeders of recent years, Our 
Page, “broodmare of the year” in 1948, 


stakes winner and dam of 4 stakes win- 


ners, was sold for $6.000. The opening bid 
on the successful stallion Our Boots was 
$10.000, and there was no raise. 

A part of the hesitancy in buying the 
Woodvale stock may have been due to an 
outbreak of virus abortion at the farm this 
year. It not only reduced the foal crop and 
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left the breeding records of the mares 
looking less impressive, but also appeared 
to have frightened some potential bidders 
into an unnecessary degree of caution. 

The 22 yearlings brought $113,300, 
average $5,150; one 4-year-old, $5,200; 45 
broodmares, 25 with foals at side, $351,- 
300, average $7,807; 4 stallions, $20,600, 
average $5,150; total, 72 head, $490,400, 
average $6,811. 

Top price among the broodmares was 
the $31,500 paid by Robert Bricken, agent, 
for the 8-year-old Haltal mare Tall Weeds, 
a stakes winner with a Polynesian filly at 
her side. Lady Dorimar, another stakes 
winner, in foal to *Royal Charger, went 
to Leslie Combs, agent, for $26,000. The 
S. D. Riddle estate, runner-up on this one, 
paid the next-highest figure, $24,000, for 
the Fashion Stakes winner Caltha, barren 
to *Ardan. 

The 16-year-old Our Boots, sire of many 
good runners, was knocked down to H. S. 
Finney’s opening bid of $10.000. Finney 
was bidding for the partnership of Mont- 
pelier Farm (Mrs. Marion du Pont Scott, 
who was present) and C, B. Lyman, and 
presumably will stand at Montpelier, near 
Orange, Va. Mrs. Scott likes good steeple- 
chasers, and Our Boots sired His Boots, 
winner of the 1953 Grand National Steeple- 
chase at Belmont Park. 

Haltal, which also has had good success 
as a sire, and the younger Page Boots 
were bought by the Tennessee partnership 
of Leo Caillouette and I. C. McMahan. 

In the following summary. if a mare 
was announced in foal, the name of the 
stallion to which she was bred in 1954 is 
given in parenthesis, In a few cases the 
last service date was too late for a preg- 
nancy diagnosis to be made before the 
sale.
